DEMOURATIC TRIMMING. 

Henry Watterson, in his speech at the 
Hendricks meeting in this city, began by 
saying that it would be time enough to dis- 
cuss the tariff and the details of the public 
business when there was a fair opportunity 
to look at the books.” By this he meant 
that the tariff, by common agreement among 
the Democratic leaders, had been put aside 
till after election.

It does 
not propose to drain this country of gold te 
pay foreign balances while the workingmen 
are out of employmentand the mills are shut 
down. It proposes a discreet and safe cor- 
rection of the irregularities and excesses of 
the tariff, and the Republican party has 
shown in the past the capacity for this work. 
The position of the Republican party is hon- 
est; the position of the Democratic party is 
dishonest, and the interpretation of the same 
by its leaders is bungling and menacing.
